GETTING OUT OF THE WOODS. 
Yesterday returns from the doubtful States

PRESIDENTIAL ELECTORS. 

In consequence of the seeming closeness 
of the Electoral vote, there is a renewed dis- 
cussion of an old question,—the possibility 
of an Elector betraying the trust reposed in 
him by the people of the State. There is no 
precedent of a Presidential Elector, after 
having been elected as a friend to a known 
candidate, violating: such confidence by vot- 
ing for some one else. There has, however, 
never been a case where an Elector could 
have changed the result of an election. If 
the contingency now exists, it is the first 
time when a single Elector might defeat the 
popular will by proving false. 

Thére is no legal obligation upon a person 
appointed an Elector to vote for any particu- 
lar person. The obligation is a moral one, 
—one in which his personal honor 
and personal credit are impliedly pledg- 
ed that, being elected, he will vote 
for the candidate supported by those 
who elected him. He is nominated 
as an Elector to vote for the candidates 
voted for by the party who chose the Elector. 
There is an implied pledge, and this has 
been, and it is to be hoped will always prove, 
as strong as it could be made by law. In 
fact, the theory of this mode of electing 
President is, that the Electors are to make 
the choice of President. This theory, how- 
ever, has been long since abandoned. The 
candidates for President are selected by the 
people, and the Electoral College merely rep- 
resent and execute the will of the people ex- 
pressed at the polls. 

For cases of vacancy in the Presidential 
Electors each State has a provision of law, 
which we suppose is the same in all the 
States. In Illinois the law provides that, if 
an Elector fail to appear at noon on the 
day appointed at the State-House, the Elect- 
ors who may be present may forthwith 
appoint another person to fill such vacancy. 
The instanees of vacancies in the Electors 
thus filled are numerous. 

It happened in 1860 that the popular vote 
was so close in New Jersey that a portion of 
the Electoral ticket of each party was elected. 
The same result happened in Virginia, but as 
the result could not be affected, the matter 
was arranged among the Electors. Strange 
as it may seem, there are in every State num- 
bers of voters who scratch the Electoral 
ticket, and hence there is often a difference 
in the number of votes for the several Elect- 
orson the same ticket. Where the popular 
vote of the State is close, it is possible, for 
this reason, that some Electors on each 
ticket may be chosen in a State. 

It is, we suppose, possible that a Presiden- 
tial Elector may be purchased; but such a 
thing has never happened, and we hope may 
never happen, and the man Who becomes the 
first example of such a crime may well make 
his arrangements to be regarded as infamous 
among men for the remai ‘of his life. 

The Electors do not meet t@ vote until the 
first Wednesday in December.

THE LOCAL DEMOCRACY.

Will 
it be to Mn Kenor, or F. H. Waron, or 
John Comiskey? Who will be Marshal? 
Will it be Gen. Camron or Gen. Consz? As 
we suppose Faunsworrs has got through run- 
ning for Congress, will he accept the office of 
Collector? And what is Capt. Oouuzrt to 
have? 

There are in the hands of the ruling party 
the following offices to be distributed: Post- 
master and 400 subordinates; Collector of 
Customs and twenty-five subordinates ; Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue and fifty subordi- 
nates; Marshal and twenty subordinates ; 
District-Attorney and three subordinates. 
Here are 500 places, sure pay, to be divided 
among as many Democrats. Civil-Service 
Reform, Mr. Tupen says, must begin by the 
removal of everybody who is in office and the 
appointment of Democrats. In Dun got

The Beranaps, Boss ur 
HeRDs, Bonrsons, and Onanpuxrs, and all 
the professionals, through long familiarity 
in running the machines, can be dislodged 
only by an earthquake or a general upheaval. 
The office-holders in cities and towns hold on 
to their places as comfortably as a barnacle 
on a ship's bottom, and will contribute 
only a certain small percentage of 
their salary or gains to a campaign fund, 
because they have a reasonable hope if their 
tenure of office has been acceptable that 
they will continue in their places. On the 
other hand, the party out of office is un- 
hampered by any antecedents, traditions, or 
pledges. In the present campaign, Mr. 
Tom has been enabled to hold out hopes 
of preferment to a multitude of patriots. 
Every ambitious man of every nationality 
who has fought, bled, and died for THDnx, 
and every proprietor of every Democratic 
grocery who has mustered his class of bum- 
mers and scalawagsto save their country, 
has had a hope in his breast that he will have 
an office.

Disraeli Explains ' Policy 
in Eastern Affairs. 


The English Mediterranean Fleet Per- 
forms an Important Part. 


All the Powers Will Attend the 


England Prepared for War if a Strug- 
gle Is Forced upon Her, 


Montenegro Likely to Treat Directly 
with the Porte for Peace. 


GREAT BRITAIN, 
DISRAELI EXPLAINS, 

Lospox, Nov. 9.—Sir Thomas White was 
to-day installed as Lord Mayor of London with 
the usual ceremonies. A grand banquet was 
given by the new Lord Mayor to-night at the 
Mansion House. Among the ed per- 
sons present was the Earl of Beaconsficld. In 
response to the toast Her Majesty's Minis- 
ters, Lord Beaconsfield made an elaborate 


speech, in which he explained the efforts the 


Government had made for the maintenance of 
peace during the past year. He said in 
these efforts the Government had been 
guided by the principle of maintaining 
independence and territorial integrity of the 
Ottoman Empire, wnich were guaranteed by 
the treaty of Paris. He upheld this principle as 
best adapted to secure the peace of the world. 
He emphatically repudiated the doctrine that the 
treaty of Paris ought to be considered obsolete. 
He recapitulated the events of the past year, and 
stated that the Government had refused its 
assent to the Berlin memorandum, and also re- 
fused to give its sanction to the proposals con- 
tained in the Soumarakoff letter, — it felt 
that the occupation of Turkish territory would 
be a violation of the most solemn treaties. 

The sending of a fleet to Besika Bay insured 
the tranquillity of Constantinople, and showed 
that the interests of England were not to be 
trifled with. 

He continued: Tryingas events have been 
during the pest year, the independence and in- 
tegrity of key have not been violated, and 
the general peace has been upheld. So much 
for the great purposes which the Govern- 
ment pro to itself. Another lead- 
ing object of the Government’s licy 
has been to secure such improvement in the 
condition of the subjects of rkey as would 
remove all cause for disturbances, whether pro- 
duced by absolute suffering or partly fostered 
by selfish agitators. 

Reviewing the Government’s efforts in this 
direction, Lord Beaconstield spoke of his hope- 
fulness in the prospects of peace when Servia 
first showed of exhaustion, and appealed 
to the good offices of England to procure an 
armistice. He testified to the cordiality and read - 
iness with which Russta acceded to the proposal 
made by England on that occasion. The hopes 
then existing were, howeyer, frustrated by an 
outburst of feeling in England which persuaded 
not only the Servians, but the friends of the 
Servians in other countries, that England had 
suddenly determined to abandon her traditional 
policy. With regard to the last proposal of an 
armistice, as England had proposed a month as 
— —— of the armistice, and as Russia 

herself proposed three mon the lish 
Government considered a 
completely and adequately met its pro- 
posal by ting tive months, and 
therefore withdrew from the negotiations 
when the Porte’s offer was 
was greatly gratified that an armistice had been 
at last obtained.

Lord Beaconsfield concluded with the follow- 
ing weeds: think I am correct in saying that 
all the Powers have now agreed to attend the 
conference. The, Marquis of Salisbury will 
doubtless do his bést for the permanent 
of Europe, which all statesmen are can 
be best secured by adhering to the —— 
treaties. He knows that the independence 
integrity of Turkey will vanish unless 
the people are placed under a Govern- 
ment which studies their welfare. I 
am hopeful that,in the present temper of 
Europe, we shall be able to accomp 
results without those terrible appeals to war of 
which we have heard so much. e have noth- 
ing to gain by war.

THE GOLD AND SILVER IN THE BONANZA PRO- 
DOCT. 

An incorrect impreasion bas got abroad that the 
product of the Bonanza mines is mainly silver. 
The records kept by the Sam Fraue sco express 
companies of the receipts of silver from theee 
mines classify them altogether as silver; and 
Director Linderman of the Mint, im the e=timate in 
“his report of last year, that the Bonanza contained 
$300, 000, 000, conveyed the impression that thie 
vast sum was in silver. The official reports of the 
product of each mine correct this misapprehension. 
They show that the average product of all the 
mines is 44 74-100 per cent gold and 55 26-100 per 
cent silver, and of the new bomanza 47 - 100 ver 
cent gold and 52 05-100 per cent silver. The fol- 
lowing table, based on the records of cach 
mine, show the goid and silver production of the 
mines named, and reveal the relative production 
of the two metals:

_ FINANCE AND TRADE IN GERMANT. 

The newspapers of Germany are giving them- 
edives up to the discussion of qu of trade 
and finance. Even the feullleton of fhe Nasional 
Zeitung has to yield some of its space to the im- 
passioned articles of Prof. Rouleaux on the devel- 
opment of German industry. Pamphlets on the 
same subject are numberilesa, and private conver- 
sation is absorbingly devoted to economical topics. 
Germany finds that there are new fields to conquer. 
lier victories at Sedan and Sadowa have been fol- 
lowed by reverses on the Stock Exchange, and 
crushing defeat at the Ph.Jadeiphia Exposition. 
Worst of ail, the Germans are beginning to see 
thatthey may be yet more completely routed at 
the approaching Exposition at Paris in 1878, and 
to suspect that their disadvaptage is the ruling 
motive in the French preparations. The German 
manufacturers-are working assiduously for the 
establishment of a thoroughly protective system, 
or what they consider such a one, and s large 
ehare of the deliberations of the Govern- 
ment is occupied with this subject. Times 
are hard in Germany, and every one who thinks and 
writes has gone to thinking and wr:ting about po- 
litichl econofny and its practical applications for 
the relief of the present stringency. 

TAXATION IN NEW YORK AND CHICAGO. 
New York, with a population little more than 
twice as larve as that of Chicago, has to spend 
eight times as much for the luxury of Governinent. 
Its appropriations for 1877 amount to about $32, - 
600,000. This includes all State, county. and 
city charges, and is about $2, 000, 000 less than last 
year. But as the State taxes payable by New 
York City have decreased from $7,233,000 to 
$4. 162, 000, it follows that the expenses of-the City 
Government have increased about 51. 000, 000. 
This is poor financier ug for hard times. The appro- 
priations for the City of Chicago have been reduced 
fur the current fiscal year from $4, 000,000 to $2, - 
500, 000, and the total cost to the citizens of State. 
county. and city government will be only about 
$1,000,000. The taxabie valuation of New York 
in 1875 was $1, 154.029.1786, of Chicago, $303, - 
705, 140; that is, about four to one. On this basis 
the taxation of New York is twice as heavy as that 
of Chicago. On the score of populativn, it is more 
than three times as burdensome.

Rob- 
erts, in command of the station, went out and 
endesvored to quiet the mob. He told them 
that the supposed murderer was in custody of 
the constituted authorities; that he would ver- 
tainly be brought to justice and tried before the 
poe tribunal; but sv long as he was in cus- 

yof the police authorit.es, he would be pro- 

te. ted by them again-t mob violence,

The station-hou e keeper, a colored mau named 
Clark, warned them back, and was finally 
obliged to draw bis revolver, as was also Dr.

THE RIOT ALARM. 

Lieut. Roberts, tinding expustulation with the 
mob to be in vain, decided to turn in the riot 
alarm, and telegraphed to the Central tower. 
At half-past 10 o'clock the citizens of the West 
End and ot ber districts removed from the tu- 
multuous procecding, were startled by the om 
invus twelve strokes, followed by the number 
of Hammond Street Station, 24. Many left 
their beis and firesides, and hurriedly ran for 
the scene of disorder. The Mayor, who was 
— chatting in one of the parlors ef the 

ibsou House, from the bBaleuny of which 
he bad shorty before made a epcech to tie 
Kentucky — was ſuformed of the 
alarm, and went post aste to the seve. The 
first man his cyes fell upon was Ald. Jake 
Gardner, of the Fourth Ward, making a speech 
to the excited crowd, urging them to wreak 
vengeance upon the woundel negro, The 
Mayor’s first work was to collar Gardner, and 
take him out ol the crowd by way of Third 
street. 

Following close upon the Mayor’s heels was 
the a:rival of about 100 poliemen from tue dis- 
triets nearest the station. These were hurriedly 
formed under command of Leut. Roberts, 
forced the crowd, now numbering thousands, 
back upon Fourth and Third strects, aud t.ience 
back to Main and Sycamore, and the riot was at 


an end. 
THE WOUNDED MEN. :

With unusual severity the pre- 
siding Judge, in fulfillment of an od statute, 
forbade the counsel, in absence of their client. 
fuither to address the Court, and requested 
them to leave the seats reserved ior the defense 
aud take their stand among the public. A 
verbal protest against such extrao y con- 


duct was attempted, and on being repressed 


it was delivered in writing to te Court, to- 
gether with some documents intended to weaken 
the charge, Before beginning his plea the Pub- 
lic Prosecutor, owing to State secrets being per- 
haps ailuded to, moved ‘or the exclusion of the 
public, which was so literally carried out that 
even the officers of the Court were obliged to 
quit the hall. 

After tree hours’ deliberation the sentence 
was pronounced, but it will only be made pub- 
lic some days hence by being publicly placarded. 
It is reported that Count Arnim is found guilty 
of high treason and condemned to more than 
two years’ penal servitude. An appeal from 
this sentence is inadmissible, but if Count 
Arnim voluntarily pla es himself within juris- 
dict on of the Court, the former sentence be- 
comes vod and a ucw trial will have to ensue. 
The proceedings of the High Court of State

The New Lords of Parliament.

Sir Colin Blackburn, late one of the Puisne 
Judges of the Court of Queen's Bench, and 
now the other new Lord Justice of Appeal, who 
has been created a Peer hy the name, style, and 
title of Baron Blackburn, of Ku- 
learn, in the County of Stirling, is 
the second son of the late Mr. John 
Blackburn, of Ki learn, Stirlingshire, who died 
in 1840, by his marriage with Rebecea Leslie, 
daughter of the late Rev. Col'n Gil ies, of Puaie- 
ley, and brot er of the late Mr. Pv ter Blackburn, 
who was some time M. P. for Stirlingshire. He 
was born at Levensile, Dumbartensh re. in the 
year 1813, and was elncated at Eton, and 
subsequently at Trin ty College, Cam- 
bridge, where he took the usual de- 
grees of Ba helor and Master of Arts, be ng 
eighth wrangler of his year. Ile was called to 
the Bar of the Inner Temple in Michaelmas 
Term, 1838, and be went the Northern Circuit 
for many years. Ile was raised tu the Beuch in 
1859, when he received the honor of knight- 
500 I. His Lordship has never held a seat in the 
House of Commons. The Rt., Hon. Biward
